Of  lights,  which  were  placed  where  we  tho^^ight  they  would 
light  to  better  advantage. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  requests  for  new  lights 
to  be  located,  but  owing  to  the  increased  costs  of  light- 
ing the  precinct  for  the  past  year  the  requests  were  not 
granted. 

The  number  of  lights  on  January  31,  1922,  was  the 
same  (106),  with  seven  lights  on  the  East  side  of  the  lake, 
wliich  are  used  for  six  months  of  the  year. 

The  precinct  meeting  will  be  held  on  Saturday, 
March  25,  at  2  p.  m.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  tlie  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alton: 

1  lieiewitli  submit  my  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  your  scliools.  Attendance  for  the  school  year 
ending'  June  30,  1921,  was  as  follows: 

Total  registration  for  1920-1921  was  25:i ;  boys, 
1;>G;  girls,  117.  The  average  membership  was  221  :  aver- 
age attendance,  202;  per  cent  of  attendance,  92;  neither 
absent  nor-  tardy,  12;  elementary  tuition  pu])ils,5;  high 
school,  12;  visits  by  school  boai'd  niend)ers,  :>1  ;  su])erin- 
tendent,  262;  by  citizens,  194;  nuud)er  of  teachers,  11. 
Registration  for  1921-1922:  High  school,  4S;  grades,  177; 
rural,  25;  number  of  teachers.  III. 

Teachers 

Considerable  of  a  break  came  in  our  teaching  force 
this  summer,  but  fortunately  we  were  able  to  retain  the 
regular  high  school  teachers  witli  several  others  who  had 
])roved  their  efficiency.  It  seemed  necessary  to  divide  the 
first  and  second  grade  room  wheie  about  oO  pupils  had 
becMi  umler  one  teacher  for  several  years.  Satisfacton' 
work  could  not  be  done  under  such  conditions  by  any 
teacher.  We  have  this  year  about  20  in  each  grade  under 
two  very  successful  teachers.  Theie  are  4.")  in  the  fifth 
and  sixth  grade  room — altogethei-  too  many — where  the 
new  teacher  is  doing  a  good  i)iece  of  work.  There  are 
about  the  same  nnmlxM-  in  the  s(^\-enth  and  eighth  grade 
room — also  allogethei'  too  many  for  one  room — and  the 
new  teachers  have  found  a  diflicult  task.  Ft  broke  u])  the 
work  more  or  h^ss  in  having  a  resignation  of  one  of  the 
teachers  for  that  room.  However,  the  willingness  of  the 
leachei's,  the  good  spii-il  ol*  the  children,  ami  the  kindly 
coo|KM-;i  t  ion  of  ])ar(Mits  will  hel|)  ns  to  conic  out  well  at 
1  he  end  of  t  he  yea r. 

Two  rural  scluxds  ;ire  in  oitei-ation  this  ye;ir,  the 
Dc.-ihmd  Mounljiin  schcKds.     It  would  do  the  citizens 
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of  Alton  good  if  the}^  could  visit  the  Dealand  school 
Avhich  is  a  model  from  the  standpoint  of  teaching,  inter- 
est, conduct,  cooperation  of  teacher,  parents  and  pupils, 
and  progress  in  the  fine  art  of  education. 

The  parents  of  the  pupils  on  the  Mountain  have 
taken  more  than  a  usual  interest  in  the  school  this  year. 
(V)nsidering  the  weatlier  the  attendance  lias  been  good 
and  the  punctuality  very  much  improved.  The  teacher 
is  doing  very  well  indeed  and  much  interested  in  her 

The  high  school  speaks  for  itself  in  an  unusual  way 
for  a  small  town.  It  commends  itself  to  every  thought- 
ful citizen.  The  high  prestige  and  standing  of  the  town 
of  Alton  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  largely  due 
to  its  commendable  high  and  elementary  school  system. 
It  lias  had  influence  in  every  recent  Legislature  far  be- 
yond its  size  and  population.  It  would  be  as  much  of  a 
calamity  to  do  away  Avith  Alton  high  school  as  it  is  a 
credit  and  asset  to  maintain  it. 

The  Rights  of  Alton  Childien 

One  of  the  great  National  Organizations  of  Moth- 
ers has  for  its  Child  Welfare  Program  :  The  right  of  the 
child  to  be  Avell  born,  to  an  education,  to  freedom  from 
child  labor,  to  be  morally  safeguarded,  to  s])iritual  train- 
ing. 

Every  child  has  a  right  to  be  well  born,  with  some 
brains  and^no  disease.  After  a  vast  amount  of  time,  tal- 
ent, and  money  spent  on  getting  our  chickens,  pigs,  colts, 
and  ])u])pies  to  be  Avell  born,  we  are  just  beginning  to  con- 
sider the  importance  of  children  being  Avell  born. 

Every  child  has  a  right  to  be  educated.  NeAV 
Hampshire  says  that  every  child  has  a  right  to  an  elemen- 
tary and  high  school  education.  That  is  Avhy  the  laAv 
requires  3G  weeks  of  school  and  towns  to  pay  a  tuition  to 
high  schools  and  academies  if  the  town  does  not  support 
a  high  school.  That  is  Avhy  Alton  has  been  willing  for 
so  many  years  to  give  an  unusual  education  without  chil- 
dren going  aAvay  from  home.    That  is  why  Alton  stands 
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at  the  top  of  the  honor  list  of  small  towns  in  the  field  of 
education,  becanse  she  believes  her  children  have  a  right 
to  be  educated. 

Every  child  has  a  right  to  freedom  from  child  la- 
bor. That  does  not  mean  that  children  slionld  do  no 
work.  Most  of  them  do  not  have  responsibility^  enongh 
in  the  matter  of  doing  things.  It  does  mean  tliat  no 
child  shall  be  pnt  in  a  mill  or  factory  nntil  he  has  fin- 
ished his  growth  and  has  had  a  sensible  education.  That 
is  Avhy  New  Hampshire  says  that  a  child  sliall  not  go  to 
work  until  he  is  14  and  not  until  he  is  l(i  unless  he  has 
finished  the  elementary  school  course. 

Every  child  has  a  right  to  be  morally  safeguarded. 
It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  home,  school,  and  communi- 
ty to  cooperate  in  deyel()])ing  boys  and  girls  who  are 
morally  sound  and  wlio  will  make  no  com])romises  with 
temptation. 

lOvery  child  has  a  right  to  spiritual  training. 
Tliat  means  that  none  of  us  ought  to  shirk  our  res])onsi- 
bility — neither  parents,  teachers,  churches,  m)r  communi- 
ty. All  of  these  agencies  ought  to  be  aglow  with  Chris- 
tian brotherhood. 

The  su])plying  of  these  rights  to  our  children,  no 
matter  whether  they  are  in  our  home  or  in  some  other, 
is  the  overwhelming  responsibility  of  this  and  every  other 
community,  and  the  price  we  must  i)ay  for  education  in 
the  full  and  foi-  ])atri()tic  citizenshi]).  It  will  mean  the 
giving  of  money,  self,  service  and  sacrifice^  which  alone 
maizes  life  worth  the  living. 

School   Funds  and  Costs 

The  amouni  of  money  this  year  lhat  was  available 
for  distribution  by  the  state  was  somewhat  less  than  last 
year.  Ninety-liv(»  ])e]'  cent  of  the  $:>L\').0()  e<pia liza  1  ion 
fund  was  <list I'ibuted  among  117  districts  according  lo 
I  he  pro\  isions  of  the  new  law.  Alton  was  in  this  A 
gronj).  Other  towns  which  could  not  (pialify  either  got 
only  a  part  of  their  allot nuMit  from  the  remaining  li\-e  p<'r 
cenl  or  wer<'  excluded  altogether. 
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Last  3^ear  we  received  about  |4,800;  this  year  about 
|4,000.  Many  other  districts  suffered  more  than  Alton. 
Farmington  Special  gets  only  about  half  of  what  it  did 
last  year.  Next  year  Alton  Avill  receive  |4,034.75  from 
the  equalization  fund.  The  cost  of  running  the  schools 
this  year  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  and  about  the 
same  amount  will  be  required  for  next  year.  Figures 
are  given  in  the  budget. 

Alton  High  School 

Should  Alton  do  away  with  its  high  school?  This 
is  an  institution  that  belongs  to  the  citizens  of  the  dis- 
trict and  they  may  do  with  it  what  they  will.  The  con- 
sequences will  follow  and  the  responsibility  is  theirs. 
If  it  should  be  done  away  Avith,  one  of  the  chief  assets 
of  the  town  will  be  destroyed,  property  will  decrease, 
education  will  diminish,  leadership  will  be  impaired,  and 
the  best  inducement  for  parents  and  others  to  move  into 
town  for  business  or  otherwise  will  be  taken  away.  It 
\\  ()uld  be  easy  to  make  a  first  class  town  a  second  or  third 
class.  I  presume  many  citizens  of  the  town  are  not  con- 
scious of  the  Alton  standing  because  of  its  commendable 
educational  opportunities. 

I  ])resume  the  only  reason  anyone  could  give  for 
making  the  proposition  of  doing  away  with  the  high 
school  is  the  extra  cost  of  education  and  the  high  tax 
rate.  There  are  54  districts  in  the  state  paying  a  larger 
school  tax  than  Alton,  ranging  from  |11.57  on  |1,000  to 
121 .39  on  11,000  of  equalized  valuation.  We  could  save 
money  In^  doing  away  Avith  charity,  churcheSj  secret  or- 
ders, automobiles,  and  any  -of  the  modern  conveniences, 
but  who  would  seek  that  kind  of  a  place  in  Avhich  to  live? 

Do  you  know  about  hoAv  much  mone}"  would  be 
likely  to  be  saved  if  Alton  high  school  was  done  ^\^y^\Y 
with?  It  would  loAver  the  tax  rate  enough  so  that  Alton 
Avould  fall  in  group  C  or  entirely  outside  of  state  aid  so 
that  about  as  much  money  more  Avould  have  to  be  raised 
for  eleujentary  schools  as  a  deficiency  as  the  high  school 
costs.    Let  me  tabulate  the  loss:

In  addition  to  tliis  we  could  count  that  the  dis- 
trict NN'onld  lijive  to  \n\\  at  lejist  for  halt'  of  the  hij^h  school 
l)\i|)ils  ill  town  going  outside  to  other  liigh  schools.  That 
would  mean  raising  the  money  for  tuitions  by  the  town 
witliout  any  rebate  for  at  least  20  pupils  at  not  less  than 
.*$50  eacli  a  year  or  another  flOOO — making  a  possible  loss 
of  -If (1,1 50.45,  which  is  more  than  you  are  asked  to  raise 
for  the  support  of  high  school.  In  the  eyent  that  you 
could  keep  some  of  tlie  e(pializati()n  fund,  you  would  still 
lose  more  than  half  of  ^^'hat  it  costs  to  run  the  high  school 
now.  In  any  eyent  the  net  cost  of  the  high  school  to  the 
town  of  Alton  under  the  [U'esent  law  cannot  be  much 
more  than  |.'),000  aboye  >yliat  it  would  cost  for  the  elemen- 
tary schools  and  with  a  possibility  of  not  costing  more 
than  |1,000  more.  This  situation  of  course  needs  to  be 
understood  by  the  patrons  of  the  school  and  others  inter- 
ested in  high  school  priyileges  for  all  town  iui])ils.

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children.  She  had  the  use  of  the  health  cards  made  out 
from  the  examinations  by  the  school  nurse,  made  many 
calls,  and  conducted  some  clinics  which  were  very  effec- 
tive. The  state  allows  Alton  this  year  |200  for  health 
supervision,  and  Miss  Adelaide  Gray  of  Farmington  will 
use  the  money  to  the  best  advantage  she  knows  how. 
The  inspection  last  year  showed  the  following  defects : 


Children  with  defective  vision  22 

Children  with  defective  hearing  .  13 

Children  with  defective  teeth  47 

Children  with  defective  tonsils  59 

Children  with  adenoids  80 

Children  with  enlarged  glands  47 


Most  of  these  defects  can  be  remedied  by  treatment 
and  save  the  children  much  suffering  in  the  future. 

Athletics  and  dramatics  and  public  exhibitions 
and  clubs  for  both  boys  and  girls  have  had  their  usual 
and  useful  place  in  the  life  of  the  school. 

It  is  hard  for  some  of  us  to  appreciate  the  real 
value  of  music  in  the  schools  and  the  amount  of  work 
done  by  the  teacher  for  the  different  rooms  and  for  the 
public.    I  commend  her  work  very  highly. 

Conclusion 

It  is  not  easy  for  the  public  to  understand  the 
amount  of  extra  time  and  sacrifice  given  by  the  teachers 
to  make  their  work  successful  and  give  each  child  all  of 
the  help  possible.  They  merit  your  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation. 

It  is  not  easy  to  understand  the  amount  of  time, 
work  and  interest  given  by  the  school  board  for  which 
they  get  little  pa 3^  and  not  enough  thanks.  Their  re- 
quests for  the  good  of  the  schools  should  receive  your 
approval  and  cooperation. 

I  express  my  appreciation  for  the  kindly  attitude  of 
the  parents  and  citizens  toAvard  their  schools  and  for  the 
faithful  cooperation  of  school  board,  teachers  and  pupils.
